The 
Account of my Converſion, I have given 
ina ſmall B-ok, Entituled The Romiſh Prieſt 
Converted to th, Reformed Religion. 1 will 
not therefore cloy .ny Reader with this; The 
Reformed need not my Arguments to con- 
firm them, and the Papifts will not give 
them a reading to convert them : morcover, 
fince mens Sentiments are various, / w:!l 
not much intermeddle with Doctrinals, but 
rather Jeaye each one his liberty.

This irreconciled War cauſed me to en- 
tertain the doubts of the truth of Papal Re- 
1ig100. 7 {awthe greateſt part of them did re- 
ſolve their Faith into human Opinion, while 
the Learnedſt, whom J read, did agree 
with the Reformed , 2s 1 well perceived. 
Thus as the more deep ſearch into every 
truth ordinarily arifeth from ſome previ- 
ous luſpicion ; fo my doubting was occaſt- 
on of my Converſion : To the utmoſt of my 
power then 7 ſtudicd, ſuſpending my aſflent 
fromeither Part; and compared each Mat- 
ter, Caulc and Argumear: with its Oppo- 
ſite, onttÞ! at I% neth, by this means the part 
whicth the Reformed b21d , appeared unto 

ne 
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me more plain and clear. 

This notwithſtanding, 1 was fo poſſeſſed 
with the Przdetermination of the Charch., 
that I retained a tecret doubr, whether I, who 
am much interiour to many, might lawfully 
{earch into theſe Controverſies. This Doubt 
ſtuck with metill I had certainly djicovered - 
the Schoolmen, allowing to every Chriſtian 
that judgment, ' which they calla Judgment 
of certain Knowlede, which can declare the 
Truth. The Reformed call ita Judgment 
of Dilcerning ; when I had found this, I came 
to acalm temper , and the wavering of my 
mind ceaſed. 

I did thereupon firmly reſolve with my 
ſelf ( ſince the Lord had enlightened my 
mind) to take my Journey into Frazxce, that 
there I might be more fully inſtructed in the 
Truth, and that I might renounce the Papal 
ſuperſtition. According, to this reſohation 
I proceeded; and having lefr Spain, I ira- 
velled direCtly to Pars, and addreſſed my 
ſelf to the Paſtor of the Church at Charen- | 
con, declared my purpole to him,S was very 
kindly entertained ; and in this Affair 1 found 
the Reverend Monſieur Dyrelincozrt, my fin- 
gular Patron, who adviied me, fince Reli- 
g10n did there run ſome hazard, | might be 

{a- 
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ſafer in Ho[ard, whither he did (after I had, 

for fear of the common people, privately 
made my Recantation) ſeni{ -me with Com- 
mendatory Letrars. So ſoon as I was come 
thither / went to the Haze, Saluted rhe 
Reverend and Learned Dr. Mareſius (the 
' Son of that Eminent Profeſſonr of Divinity 
Semne! X{areſiws) who then was Miniſter 1n 
that Place,and afforded ro me as much kind- 
neſs,2s conld be expected from a private Per- 
fon ; and with fingular dilijvence- endeavour- 
ed to ſet forward my Aﬀairs; but ſecing 
they ſuceeded neither as He or 1 had hoped, 
ke 7dviſed my Return into France, where [ 
might teach the Spaniſh Tongue, that which 
E would, but could not do in Holland thro? 
want of $kill in the Dutch Tongue ; my $kill 
Jay onely in the Spanilh, Latin , [ralian and 
French Tongues. To Pars therefore 1 did be- 
rare my {elf once more, lay private among 
' the Reforined ; fearing to be raken notice 
ot by either the 'Seculars, or the Ecclefiaſticks 
11 the Queens Court, where I was too well 
known ro fome of thoſe many Spaniards, 

vwiom the Queen (Daughter of the Houſe. 
of Auſtria) did entertain. And what I; 
feared long I felr roo ſoon; for {ome of the: 


 QueenzDameſticis ſeized, 3nd kept me cloſe, 
- 2nd* 
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and after a while ſent me (whether by the 
Queciis command, or by heg-conſent, I can- 
not affirm) back into Spain, where | was de- 
livered over to the 1:q«i/ition', in the Pro- 
vince of Eſtremadura, in the City Lerina, 
where after one whole years Impriſcament, 
weary of it, and ecarneltly defirous of liber- 
ty, | attempted to get looſe by flight ; but 
after 1 was gotten near cne hundred Leagues 
from Lerina,and had reached the Ciry Oragne- 
lene, the Officers of the [nqu!/1ion ſerzed 
me agali, and ſent me :nto the /2qwſition at 
Murcia. Here tor anew Crime, which was 
my Eicape from the holy Inquifition, I was 
fiveyears impriſoned , where 1 had neither 
Books, nor any Light, nor company of any 
man, but the hloudy 1:qui/ors , and their 
Shaughter-me#n. 

At laſt in an A#(asthey ſpeak{(of cheFaub, 
before the /nqurſitors,the whole multirude af 
embledCof whom moer hereaftcr )1 was pre-= 
ſented to the fight of men,and ro their ſcorn. 

The Account of my Life and fault was 
read before all :he People; and 1 was con- 
demned, and fcnc away to the Gallies. The 
Dreſs they put me 1n [|_be{tde thoſe Orna- 
ments of jr, Flames, and Pictures of Devils} * 
I ſhall anon deſcribe. Thus immediately = 
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Iſent to the Gallies, where they placed me, 
nd Beard, with one foot 
chained , among the reſt of the Rowers. 


' This how chard ſoever it proved, was to be 


my Penance. Nor do 7 think the Wit of 
Bufiris, or Rbadamanthus could find out a pu- 
niſhment more grievous, than thele Toilsfare 
to any man unaccuſtomed to them. Jn the 
eftect appeared rhe cruelty of their uſage, for 
it ſoon made mc a Leper, and unfit for la- 
bour. I was extremely pined, and conſu- 
med away, 2nd (which] bluſh to ſpeak) fo 
great a multitude of Lice {warmed about 
me, that 7 might be exculed, if 7 thought 7 


felt one of Egyp:s Plagues. And though 7 


was kept in greateſt icarcity of meat and 
drink, which ordinarily canle ſweat, yet a 
perpetual ſweat fell from my whole Body, 
which [if it offend not your Ears] turned 
into moſt ſtinking worms, inſomuch, thar 
oftentimes F began to think [ through Satan's 
ſuggeſtion] Thar, ſcetng the many milerjes, 


 wherewith 7 was viſited by the-hand of God, 


were In manner far ditterent from other 
mens, the 1-qwi//tors had bur dealt righte- 
oully with me. But that butfeting Meſſenger 
ſoon withdrew,and gave place to the divine" 
Grace, which forthwith brought me tomy 

rc: 
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remembrance , That Job a holy man had 
been tried with no leſs ſuffering; and this 
ſettled me in the belief, that theſ? tryals 
were not penal,butPaternal Chaſtiſements,& 
ſo 1 committed my ſelf and cauſe wholly to 
the Divine Providence, knowing that God 
would work for me, ſince that he hath faid, 
all things work, together for goca to them that 
love the Lord, Rem. 8. who hath at length 
alſo bleſt me according to mine own dehre. 
For all the Rowers.and others that were with 
me in ithe Gallies, earneſtly petitioned the 
Inquiſitg- General that he would take me out 
of the Gallies, were 1 was not onely very 
uſeleſs, but very hurtful, infefting others 
more than one way. Hereupon the Inquiſi- 
ror-General freed me from the: Gallies, and 
confined me to the Houſe of Penance in 
the City Mnrcia, where / was handled ſe- 
verely enough for ten months time ; never= 
theles, there at laſt 7 recovered, and God 
giving me opportunity, / once more betook 
my felt to France, and there with my Bre- 
thren in Chriſt 7 renewed my Joy ; yet that 
1 might be more ſafe in praiſing God, and 
declaring my conſcience before men, 7 pal- 
ſed over Sea into Exeland. This is the Sum- 


mary of my Life,& the Calamities that befel 
me 
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. (10) 
me: And now J will give you a brief Def 
cription of that 1nquifirion where I was ſo 
hand!ed, and expoſe it to the view of all. 


This then is the Face of the Jiquiſition 
when it proceeds to a dchinitive Sentence, 


which is paſt; as they ſpeak,in the Atof Fatvh. 


A Theatre is Erectcd 11 ſome large Market- 
place,'or ſome {uch like place ; where above 
other. Seats the Triounzl of the [nquiſitors 
is eminent,andthey attended with aCroud of 
Servants. Next, t!12 Biſhop of rhe Place and 
his Chapter : Next the Magiſtrates encom- 
palled with the Nobles ; after all, the com- 
mon People to!low., which flock together 


.. from all places within twenty or thirty 


Leagues to ice this Solemn Act, where ſome 
Prieſt rakes the Pulpir {ct up for the purpoſe, 
and in 2 Sermon exrolls the holineſs of the 
Inqui/tioh;, with fiatreries enon2h; as did that 
Pricit at the ACt wherein 7 was. 

This Prieſt, that he might at once flatter 
tne 7:qz:/ticm, and ſet forth his own Elo- 
quence, forged a multicude of abfſurdiries, 
and ventured toafhrm; 

That the firſt Act of the holy 7:quiſition 
was, that God ſolemnly inſtituted for Adam 
our hiſt Father;thus making God the Inqui/7- 


For, that according to the- cuſtom of theſe 


men,

men under this pretence their Tyranny might 
be covered. And he further profecuted his 
Diſcourſe,giving to Adam and Eve the Name! 
| of Apoſtates, and what in him lay, making 
our firſt Parents Hereticks , /mpenitents,; 
 andDeſerters (or Renegadoes, as we uſual- 

Iy call ſuch)of the Faith. Now:let us oblerve: 
how this Declamation is wortby to be laught: 
' at. This Prieſt ought to have conſidered; 
That Adam and Eve did nat totally loſe: the 
| faith and knowledg of the Lord: their Crea- 
tour; nor did they fin direfly::againſt at 
| theCommandments of God ; but:in ſomuch: 
| as« they tranigreſſed the Commandment :of 
| noteating the Forbidden Fruit, they did im2 
plicitly break all. Moreover: they; were 
Ele&, in whom: the Act of Faith (whether 
neral - or ſpecial) might , be jntermitted(s 
'the Habit could not be loſt; _» _ 14095 

If Adam indeed had become wholly.2nJ- 
dolater, if he:had wholly departed-from:ithe 
Faith, and Profeſſion of the. molt high God 
| This declaiming;/ Prieſt might have had ſmoe 
colour for what 'he ſaid : But ſince. Adam 
'| wasnot ſuch, the reaſoning of the Prieſt en- 

ded in a falſehood ; and bis Allegory could 
be nothing better than heljiſk ; whileſt he 


condemns theSin asHereſic.and the Perſon as 
B A- 


courſe of Judgement. He. nyght as '1

Apoſtate, without any reſpect to the honour, 
Godin Creating, had put upon him, making 


him the:King and Lord of the whole World. 


Yet the Allegory is more ridiculous,in which 
the Prieſt brings in God Supream Lord of all 
us, as Inquiſitor, and ſo advanceth their Iz: 
fitor to an.abfolute Supremacy ; whereas 
all know,that the 11quzſiorGeneral 1s lubjech 
tothe Pope. . Is 
-'Further, Paradiſe is made the Theatre of 
Hereſies, on which God is ſuppoſed: to have: 
the information brought in by the Acculers,; 


and to pronounceSentence when all Circngx; 
ſtances had been conſidered ;, but here: who: 


fnall be the Officers ? Good - Angels were: 
not . made: for-this. And ſuch' honour: was: 
w0preat for:;Devills.who might indeedbe. 
tie-Executioness, : but not Affiſtants in ne 


have added, that our Procoplaſts thus con- 
demned, were 'dehvered over toi that, Angel; 
whohad the flaming Sword putanto'his hand, 
that hejmight.be Armed as well: to Execute 
taem, as to keep the entrance: inta Paradiſe, 
Soone abturdity naturally ariſeth.out of a 
nother ; and who chooſeth to utter one,may 
eanly ifivent anthundred fond Conceits. With 
AIG 95 ſucl> 
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ſich a ſtorEas this furniſht .hedid the beſt he 
could in finiſhing his Allegory ; and thar he 
mizht neatly flatter the Fathers, Commiſſi- 
oners of that /ngniſion ;, he tells them, that 
God clothed our firſt Parents with the jgno- 
minious Veſt, the San-benica juſt like theirs, 
which by their command the condemned 
Hereticks were clad with. 

And in doing this, the Pricſt was very 
pleaſantly ridiculous; He like an excellent 
Brother turns the skins, with which God co- 
vered the nakedneſs of our firſt Parents, in- 
to San-benita's. An ungrounded and Inſo- 
lent Allegory , without any reſemblance! 
for the San-benita is an open expoſing of the 
Perſon to ſhame; the skins were to cover the 
ſhame of the perſons that wore them. So 
the skins leſſened the ſhame, and were given 
out of mercy;the S2n-benita aggravated the 
ſhame, and were impoſed by ſevere revenge. 

Certainly Azam and” Eve owe little to this 
Prieſt,who when he onght to treat them with 
all Veneration,as became the Head and Fonn- 
dation of Mankind, when he ſhould have 
owned a good hope of their Salvation, 1n as 
much as they were the firſt fruits of both 
Churchand State; he recounts them He- 
reticks, and as ſich treats them; he brands 
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them as final Apoſtates; makes'Pargdiſe a 
Theatre for Rencgado's, and brings our 


firſt Fathers on it as ſpreaders cf Heretical 
Infection, clothes them with the Sanbemta, 
pronounceth final Sentence againſt them;and 
whether Ged will or no, this bold Prieſt will 
make him Jnqu;/7tcr Genera!; but in very 
deed we have cauſe to doubt whether this 
Prieſt were a Deiceuden: from them 1n right 
Line ; or whether of the Brood of the Ser- 
pent , that he durlt ſpit out that venome 
22ainit Paradiſe, by this moſt unjuſt Alle- 
gory, cf witch the Dev:l himſelf would 
nigh bealtzmed. But thele and iach Jike dil- 


_ agreeing Pacnilelsand unſhapen Similitudes, 


are invented and puvitthed in tre Kingdom 


of Spain,which would be happy enough,were 


it wcil tid of ſuch venomous Beaſts. 

Yer in the abundance of this Prieſts Elo- 
quence.and vanity, he declares that King- 
dom Holy, and proves it, becaule it retains 
the Hoiy-Tribunal cf the Inquiſition, and 
deiends it, as jt indeed the 1nguiſition did 
with mederation manage the Government ; 
as if it gave freedom of defence, and did 
no injury to the Innocent ; as-if its rigor 
Uid noi excecd woat wholeſome care did di- 
ext conarcstncacculed ; when as quite con- 
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trary that Tribneal is moſt juſtly had in a. 
bomination by 11 4>CO; Cc. 

It calls ic {0!f Holy, but is pare Tyranny, 
anda very great icandal to C hriftia 1 KRing- 
doms.,and Commonycalths ; witie they Pre- 
tend to bc the Pill; 8 of the Fa: 'th, they are 
the Wrack of on *a1:ntal. So that canſi- 
dering the Tyrann! wy AFefts oi, it we may 
well worden AT IT is Contiuncd to this day 
in that Kinadun 

| wiſh thzy wonld tefl mes, what kind of 
Tudgment-!gat that is, which aumirs not a 
Priſoner, ſomei:mes for ici or tweive years 
rozether to appear before them,and to plead 
his Cauſe , which mean time will not allow 
any perſon to converſe with the Priſoner, 
beſide the Inquifttors and the Keeper of the 
Priſon ?

What Rignteouſncſs 1n thatGovernment, 
where Chriſtian Piety caſt of, they are de- 
prived of all their Goods 2nd Polleftiens t 
the labour of many = who cannot be 
proved gnilty of any faulc, bat of etrour of 
mind ? when by the divine allowance, as S0- 
lomon witneſleth, is, Ecc!.

The poor mar [ as is 
truth] an{wers he knows them not ; here- 
rpon [though he confefs, and ſuc for mer- 
cy] yet he 1s burnt, becauſe he knows Net- |

CIC oftentimes it ha ppeas,that the man,be- 

cauſe 
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tanſe he will not die unrevenged, and. with* © 
out company , accuſeth a whole Village or 
Town , that amongſt them he , may hit the 
Perſons that accuſed; O degenerate Ape-/ 
O barbarous Cuftoms, Can Chriſtians find ſuch 
Inquifitors, worn the Heathens never would al- 
low ſuch? Where was ſuch irregular cruel- 
ty ever ated elſewhere, ſince God Created 
Adam in the Field of Meſopotamia ? Let us 
turn over divine and human Hiſtories, we 
ſhall find none (:cruel. Pharaoh ruled with 
rizour, but *twas to finiſh his Buildings. A- 
haſu:rus promoted Haman ;, for want of re- 
ipect from a fngle perſon, a cruel revenge 
was deſigned againf(t the Lite of all the Jews ; 
yet this Decree paſt openly, not 1n private.

Seaachertb, and other Tyrants vexed 
the people by Arms. MNero and other Ro- 
man Emperours appointed publick Priſons, 
and invented divers kinds of death for Chri- 
ſtians : yet theſe all exercited their Tyranny 
with an open procefs jn the fight of the 
world. 
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" But no where is there found a Tribunal 
like to the - Spaniſh Inqus/irion : every wiſe

Thus is an authority exerciſed 
for directing, proteAing, and encouraging, 
without partiality, every one in the duty he 
owes toothers, and to the publick, in thoſe 
things which fall under the Rule of that Of- 
fice - It ſuperviſeth the work of every one 
who owes any duty to it: and it is founded 
1n one of thoſe three Laws we before menti-

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\ The Natural is governed by that Maxim; 
whatſoever thou wouldeſt not ſhould be done 


| to thee, donot thou to others. The Politi- 


cal is regulated by what is conduttive to the 
tranquillity and ſafety of life : The Spiritu- 
al employs it ſelf in a care for welfare of im- 
mortal ſouls. Theſe Offices have been by 
Learned Men cleared and conimended in 
their proper places, of which I ſhall not 
now- ſpeak. The [nquiſitors pretend not 
that their Court and Rules of it are Adoſaic; 
poſlibly they may conjecture they are depu- 
red to this Office by Law of Nature ; here- 


' in they are deceived, for this Office is not e- 


very where ; nor do they as they would be 
done to;nor is.it ſpiritual or Evangelical;for 
it takes not care of the ſalvation of ſouls, 
and to acquaint them with the Doctrine of 


the Goſpel; For ler it be conſidered, __ 


1. Who ſo is appointed to this Office 
ought to hear the Offtender,and to treat him 
according to the Talent entruſted to him in 
Spirituals; and if the underſtanding be 
darkned, he ſhould as a ſpiritual Phyſician 
apply gentle Medicines that may gradually 
cure the mind, and ſo heal the Soul; The 
Judg ſhould be an Inſtriſcter. 
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2. If the Judg cannot by ſuch means re- 
cover the faulty, then ſhould he, pray. for 
him, beſeeching the Author of Life to-en- 
lIizchen the mind that the maa fall not under 
the rizors of the Law. |

in this Office , where barbarous cruelty and 
Tyranny are the whole of its conſtitution, 
ſo apparently none can deny it? 

The third Title, is Inquiſition, that is, 2 
ſcrutiny or ſearch into ſecrets, that they 
may be manifeſted for truths ſake; and this 
method as a part of the holy Government 
God did preſcribe, when by Moſes he com- 
manded, Deut. 13.1. That the Prophet who en- 
aeavoured to draw away the people to ſtrange 
Gods, ſhould be puniſhed with. death becauſe Je 

| had

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had ſprken to tmyn them from the Lord their | 
God. Such a kind of Inquiſition Chriſt com- 
mends to us in that Caution, Take heed zo 
your ſelves, and beware of thoſe that come to 
you in ſheeps cloathing, but inwardly they are 
ravening Wolves. Here the very Eſſence of 
the ſearch lieth in an impartial enquiry for 
the Truth in a matter that was hidden : 
Now let us enquire whether this Tribunal 
may in this ſenſe be ſaid to bean Inquiſiti- 
on, which in very deed wants both name 
and thing, according to this notion, of an 
Inquiſition: They —_— not diligently 
after Crimes to amend the Criminal, but 
earneſtly hunt afrer Temporal Eſtates, to 
ſeize them. Of Old the Eſtates of Ana- 
thematized ones were not adjudged to the 
Exchequer,but to the Fires ; now the Goods 
of ſuch are adjudged neither to the Exche- 
quer,Inor to the Fires,but to Robbing _

fitors. Inſtead of producing the rruth 
fore men, this Tribunal brings Lies openly 
to open view, and by falſe Witneſs and 


Cheats condemns Innocents ; they tranſub- 


ſtantiate falſhoods, and then proclaim them 
truths ; they contrive greateſt injuſtices with 
reateſt ſecreſiez; they condemn Innocents _ 
y wiles, and ſmother their righteous Cauſe, 
D 4 which 
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-- which they. never ſuffcr.to. be pleaded ;- this 
their Inquiſition it ſuppreſſeth truth , and 
- murthers jnnocents, and enquires what gain 
from the, Execution, never what righteoul- 
neſs in the Judgment. By all this it appears 
the Tribunal is neither Holy, nor an Of- 
 fice, nor an Inquiſition. Now Jets enquire 
whether it proceed by any Moral Doctranes 
of Vertue;- whether Tuſticc, or Fortitude, 
or Tcmpcrance , or Prudence ſtcer their 
Proceedings ; they are; by what 1s written 
already convicted to att no whit like Chri- 
Mans; let ns now ſee whether they aCt like 
Moral, Heathen Philoſophers. 

" And here ſhall begin firſt with Juſtice, 
a Vertue which teacherh a man to lay. his 
own and another mans Caule in an equal 
Balance,. and makes the ]udge to remember 
that he who now judzeth another mans 
Cauſe, muſt haye his own judged ere Jong ; 
that he muſt not wreſt judgment in favour 
of perſons, nor ſubvert judgment ; that it 
coucerns him moſt to cxercile 51dgment 
perfely, neitner by too much Jenity ac- 
quit, nor with acruel miad, and thirſty of 
revenge, torment the guilty : He muſt not 
look tp any zeward, nor do what may. be 


condemw'd : and PrOURE by his SUPEX,PRY 
wito 
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who made kim - Judge. Juſtice will wakd 
Judge diligent in examining Caules, _ 
weighing them again and ag1in, and Con- 
ſulting with wiſe and skilful men &re Sen- 
tence be paſſed. When the juſtneſs of a 
Cauſe appears, a Judge ihuu'd have ſuch. a 
hrave reſolution and fortitude, that none 
ſhonld be able to frizht him into aa uajuſt, 
or from a juſt Sentence ;, he ſhowd without 
Cowardilc protec t and acquir the Innocent, 
and wichouz Cowardiſe puniſh the guilty 
Offenders : He ſhould dare to paſs an im- 
partial Sentence, upon a matvre enquiry ln» 
to the Caule of every one, that 1s brought 
belore him into judgment. Farther , the 
Judge ſhould be of a very temperate and of 
2 well- compoled frame, able with Patience 
to hear all Parties and Cauſes, and without 
prejudices toward the Cauſe, with paſſions 
lubdued to Reaton, Juſtice and Equity to- 
ward the perions, to diſtinguiſh and detcr- 
wine the rizlit from the wrong, the good 
trom the bad, which no man inthe uproar * 
of paſſions can ever be able to do. Now on 
view it will, appear, how naked and deſti- 
tute of theſe Vertues this Court is, how lit-

ſefſor and his Heirs? If Murthers and Rob- 
beries my commend the Juſtice of a Pre- 
tended Court, here%s Juſtice enough / their 
Prudence hath no more of that Vertue, than 
helliſh, perſidious, and perjurious contri- 
vances have of it ; and very often their im- 
prudence proclaims it ſelf, and their In- 
trigues arc brought to light, to the reproach 
and juſt condemnation of their proceed- 
ings. In a word, they are not prudent e- 
no12h to a-t juſtly, nor prudent enough to 
conceal their mjaſtice ; their courage to 
own an Innocent, to fave his life, reſtore 
him to liberty, and preſerve his Eſtate out 
of the hands of their bloody Crew , hath 
not one inſtance that I do know of; if one 
or two in an age could be found, that would 
willingly favour a righteous Cauſe, and 
r1zht a rich wealthy perſon accus*d, ſuch 
dare not thwart the covetous, eriping, and 
ſpoiling defizits of their Partners ; » afraid 

they: 
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they are of one another, and of their 
cheating Inftruments they uſe, every 
way they are inſlaved to a bale cru- 
elty, that hath no more of Fortitude 


in it,than it hath of Mercy or Tus: 


ſtice; Now iuch can never be bf a 
calm andeven temper ; they envy, pre- 
judge, and hate, which are Counſel- 
lers that ever hurry men, and preei- 


Ppitate their proceedings : an immo- 


derate thirſt after the rich Eſtates of 
Condemned Perſons prevails with 
them to ſay they were guilty, nay to 
condemn them as guilty, who had 
no greater fault bur they were too 
Tich, and held their Eſtates gotten 
by the Right that Induſtry and Suc- 
cels dogive, from the hands of that 
Inquiſition which is like it ſelf in
